The crowd kept increasing by 
the minute, as did the group in 
the hotel lobby interspersed with 
White House correspondents and 
photographers. Those in the latter 
group had cameras, one. two and 
some three, strapped around their 
necks. They take scores of pic­ 
tures most of which are not used, 
but they take them nevertheless 
just in case of an emergency, or 
the likelihood of an exceptionally 
"good shot.” 
Security men were posted at 
strategic positions in the lobby, 
at the entrance to the elevator, 
and in the corridor on the second 
floor. This is a natural procedure 
on all occasions. John Wheeler 
was manning the elevator. He had 
been assigned to that job with 
special instructions by Scharf. 
At 12:48 pm . Saturday word 
spread through the lobby that the 
President was ready to leave and 
soon the elevator door opener! and 
the Chief Executive stepped out. 
He was accompanied by Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty and 
Mr. Scharf.

Thats "Good day’' in Russian, 
a.s .several thousand would-be lin­ 
guists have learned from a tele­ 
vision-leaching Jesuit priest. 
Tlie Rev. Clement J McNaspy, 
an Oxford scholar, classical lin 
guist and currently music dean of 
Loyola University of the South, 
began the South's first Russian TV

Russian is not the lan­ 
guage of communism It was cre­ 
ated by a saint, St. Cyril, and it 
has produced a great literature. 
"In Russia almost every educat­ 
ed person reads English. They 
have available all our researches 
first hand. Ifs just as important 
that we understand what they’re 
doing. 
"I read the Russian f>aper Prav- 
da—which means ‘truth’ — every 
day.”
